1. IN ACCORDANCE REFTELS FOLLOWING ARRANGEMENTS HAVE BEEN 
MADE FOR STOPOVER AND VISIT OF AMBASSADOR EBERLE AND PARTY.: 

2. CUSTOMS, HEALTH AND IMMIGRATION - BULK CLEARANCE WILL BE 
PROVIDED FOR ENTIRE PARTY AND AIRCRAFT CREW. VISA REQUIREMENT 
CAN BE WAIVED WHERE NECESSARY. GSO JOHN GRAHAM WILL RECEIVE 
PASSPORT AND HEALTH CARDS FROM TRIP ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER 
AND WILL HANDLE ENTRY/EXIT FORMALITIES ON EACH OCCASION. 

3. MINIMAL NECESSARY SPECIAL PROTECTIVE SECURITY WILL BE 
PROVIDED BY LOCAL INVESTIGATIONS POLICE AND COORDINATED BY RSO. 

4. RESERVATIONS HAVE BEEN MADE AT SHERATON HOTEL ONE BLOCK 
FROM EMBASSY AS FOLLOWS: 

4/20-21 - 1 SUITE WITH TWIN BEDS AT $39.75 
AND 3 DOUBLES AT 24.06 
4/25-26 - 10 SINGLES AT $22.18 
1 CONTROL ROOM AT 24.06 

PARTY WILL BE PRE-REGISTERED AND KEYS WILL BE IN THE DOORS 
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OR HANDED TO MEMBERS OF THE PARTY AS THEY ENTER THE HOTEL. 
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AVERAGE HOTEL MEALS COSTS ARE BREAKFAST $4.00, LUNCH $8,00, 

AND DINNER $10,00. LAUNDRY AND DRY CLEANING RATES AT HOTEL ARE 
COMPARABLE TO FIRST CLASS U.S. HOTEL PRICES. SEPARATE 
BILLINGS WILL BE PROVIDED AS REQUESTED. 

5. FOR BOTH STOPS, A CONTROL ROOM STAFFED BY A MARINE SECURITY 
GUARD, A DUTY OFFICER AND A DUTY SECRETARY WILL BE ESTABLISHED 
IN A DOUBLE ROOM LOCATED NEXT TO THE ROOM OCCUPIED BY DOROTHY 
KILEY. THE CONTROL ROOM WILL CONTAIN A TABLE, ELECTRIC 
TYPEWRITE, BAR LOCK CABINET, AND A COPY MACHINE. A DIRECT 

LINE FROM THE CONTROL ROOM TO THE EMBASSY SWITCHBOARD WILL 
BE INSTALLED. 

6. FOR BOTH STOPS, AN OFFICE FOR AMBASSADOR EBERLE AND A 
CONFERENCE ROOM FOR THE BALANCE OF THE PARTY WILL BE AVAILABLE 
IN THE EMBASSY. 

7. GROUND TRANSPORTATION - FOR THE FIRST STOPOVER, THE EMBASSY 
HAS ARRANGED FOR A BUS TO PROVIDE TRANSPORTATION TO AND FROM 
THE AIRPORT FOR THE PARTY AND FOR AN EMBASSY SEDAN ON A 24-HOUR 
BASIS FOR AMBASSADOR EBERLE. FOR THE SECOND STOP, A BUS, 6 
SEDANS, AND A 24-HOUR SEDAN FOR THE AMBASSADOR WILL BE 
PROVIDED AS REQUESTED. 

8. A COVERED TRUCK WITH RACK WILL BE AVAILABLE FOR BAGGAGE 
TO AND FROM PLANESIDE FOR EACH STOP. BAGGAGE WILL BE UNDER 
VISUAL SUPERVISION OF AN AMERICAN EMPLOYEE. RSO CHARLES 
PRUITT WILL RECEIVE AND TRANSPORT CLASSIFIED MATERIAL. 

9. A STANDBY SECRETARY WILL BE AVAILABLE AND COMMERCIAL 
OFFICER RUCHARD RUEDA HAS BEEN ASSIGNED AS INTERPRETER FOR 
AMBASSADOR EBERLE. A SENIOR PERUVIAN EMPLOYEE OF THE EMBASSY 
CAN BE MADE AVAILABLE AS INTERPRETER FOR OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
PARTY AS NECESSARY. 

10. REPRESENTATION - CHARGE DICK BARNEBEY PLANS TO HOST 
COCKTAIL AT HIS RESIDENCE ON EVENING OF APRIL 25. REGRET 
THAT ESTIMATED COSTS OF $250 CANNOT BE ABSORBED BY POST. 

EMBASSY OFFICERS ARE ALREADY RUNNING APPROXIMATELY $1600 OUT- 
OF-POCKET AND CHANGE OF AMBASSADORS HAS PLACED UNUSUALLY 
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HEAVY REQUIREMENTS ON 4TH QUARTER AVAILABILITY. 

11. TELEGRAMS, NEWSPAPERS, AND WIRELESS FILE WILL BE 
DELIVERED TO PLANESIDE AND TO CONTROL ROOM. THERE ARE NO 
LOCAL HOLIDAYS OR SPECIAL SITUATIONS THAT MIGHT AFFECT THE 
VISIT. AMBASSADOR ROBERT DEAN ARRIVES APRIL 22 AND PROBABLY 
WILL NOT PRESENT CREDENTIAL S UNTIL AFTER EBERLE VISIT, BUT 
THIS SHOULD NOT POSE ANY PROBLEM FOR PROJECTED SCHEDULE. 
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12. NO SPECIAL HEALTH PRECAUTIONS ARE NECESSARY. WEATHER 
CURRENTLY IS WARM AND PLEASANT DURING THE DAY AND AGREEABLY 
COOL AT NIGHT. NEVER RAINS. TEMPERATURES VARY FROM AVERAGE 
HIGH OF 75 F. TO AVERAGE LOW OF 60 F. LIGHT AND MEDIUM WEIGHT 
DARK BUSINESS SUITS APPROPRIATE. NO TOP OR RAIN COATS NECESSARY.
